Of the present status of our army before 
Richmond, Gen, MoOiei1ax reports it as being 
still in excellent spirits, and since the large 
reinforcements have arrived it is doubtless 
greatly improved in confidence. On the whole, 
and judging from all the facts and statements 
that have reached us, we must say that the 
condition and prospects of our army on Wed; 
nesday were much superior to what they were 
on Monday. We should not be surprised if it 
were yet this week to give the rebels a blow 
which would effectually settle the fate of 
Richmond and this bloody rebellion.
